Marred by three fatal hunting acci­ 
dents, the 1926 deer season closed at 
sundown, Wednesday 
evening. 
In 
number of legal bucks brought down, 
the recent fifteen-day gunning season 
w'as the most successful ever recorded 
in the South Mountains 
in 
Adams, 
Franklin, 
Cumberland 
and 
York 
counties. 
One thousand legal and illegal deer 
were killed in the four 
counties, ac­ 
cording to a belief expressed by Leo 
C. Bushman, 
Adams county 
gam e 
warden, who returned to Gettysburg, 
Wednesday evening, after fifteen busy 
days in the South Mountains. 
In Adams county alone, Mr. Bush­ 
man said the total bag of legal bucks 
will be close to 215, a record, as com­ 
pared with 141 last year. 
Some of 
the deer killed 
were 
the 
largest 
brought down within the boundaries 
of the county in recent years, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Bushman, several nine- 
pointers being listed among the bags. 
35 Illegal Deer Shot 
Although the number of deer killed 
this season is larger than ever before, 
the game warden said 
that 
in 
his 
estimation the number 
of 
hunters 
was less than last year. 
“The crowd 
was large the first few days and Sat­ 
urdays," Mr. Bushman said, “but for 
the most part the mountains w'ere not 
as full of hunting this year as last.” 
Of the 35 illegal deer reported to 
Mr. Bushman, seven are yet to be dia­ 
lysed of. 
Six sportsmen, who report­ 
ed making illegal kills to Mr. Bush­ 
man, w en1 summarily fined HOO, but 
because they came forward and told 
the authorities of their mistakes, half 
of their fines will be returned to them 
by the state game commission. 
Adams county will not be open for 
a doe season this year as it was last.

Empress and Also Eastern 
Consort. 


Ti^nstin. (AP) — Two wive? in t'-e 
royal household of China create prob­ 
lems. but apparently without d isturb­ 
ing the orderliness of the life Hsu an 
Tung, the youthful e m p e r o r without 
u,n empire, is spending here in exile, 
His household is said to he a happy 
•ne despite, or perhaps becau e of, 
the fact that he has two consorts, 
both 
among 
the 
most 
beautiful 
women to be found In the length and 
breadth of this ''fist country. 
They Differ In Rank 
Hsuan Tung married Princess Hue 
Ohin-Si on December I. 1 922, who 
became the empress. 
On December 
4 in the same year he took a “ second­ 
ary wife" who was described its his 
“ real love’’ and made her his '‘East­ 
ern consort.” 
The empress is the most beautiful 
She is conscious of her exalted rank 
and of the tribute that always ha° 
been paid to it in court ceremonial. 
She rules as first wives always have 
done in China, and lier word is law. 
She has great taste in dress and is 
a 
fairly wealthy 
woman, 
tor 
her 
grandfather was viceroy of Manchu­ 
ria and her father was also a high 
official. 
The fating was created a 
duke at the time of the empress’ m a r­ 
riage.

Tho second wife is the m ore c h a rm ­ 
in g of the two. 
She came of more 
lowly rank and has known life as 
many of those not too sheltered know 
it.

The Manchu ladies who attend any 
court ceremony such as it occasion­ 
ally held at the em p o ro r’s r e s id e n t 
still follow the rule which requires 
that they shall all look alike in height 
and th a t their skirts shall be en it bef 
longer nor shorter th a n four feet two 
inches. 
Strict Etiquette Needed 
There

ous Chien Lung acepfs invitations to 
foreign social functions.

side and the emperor on the ethel 
and all was well.

Greenfield, Ind.— Tile laughter of 
children at play, drowns out “ the 
gurgle of the water round the drift 
just below' the “ old swimmin* hole" 
and few of the surroundings as James 
Whitcomb Riley knew them, during 
his boyhood days here, remain. 
A Riley memorial park with a play­ 
g r o u p borders brandyw ine creek at 
the “ oh| swimmin' hole" which the 
Hoosier poet immortalized in rhyme. 
Truffle On All Sides 
A railroad bridge, an electric lino 
trestle and the National Trail, an im­ 
portant East and West motor high­ 
way, cross tile crook near the “ swim­ 
min' hole.” 
The pastoral quietude 
of the spot, broken only by the hoarse 
solo of a bullfrog, or th e plaintive 
call of a dove, as Riley knew it six 


decades ago. has been 'opt 'n the 
march 
of the years. 
Few 
of the 
■heavy foliaged trees that lined the 
banks. 
I “ In the long lazy days 
{“ W here th* hum drum of school made 
so many runaways. 
“ How pleasant was the journey down 
the old dusty lane 
“ W here the tracks of our bure feet 
was all print so plain" 
remain. 
The Brandywine itself, once 
a sizeable stream, now is sluggish 
and shallow and contains scarcely 
enough water for swimming. 
H om e A Museum 
Greenfield basks contentedly in the 
glory that came to her favorite son. 
The distinction of having been his 
birthplace and the center of many of 
'th e scenes he sketched in rhyme, is 
one of th** city’s most stable com m er­ 
cial assets. 
The severe two-story frame house 
on Main .Street where Riley was bori 
is occupied by his widowed sister-in- 
law and her sister. 
For ten cents, 
visitors are permitted to roam the 
rooms and finger the possessions of 
Riley which still are retained there.

'painter and several examples of his 
craftsm anship are preserved here.
